Perfect Adaptation 


pROBABLY several hundred 
hunters took 


* advantage of the five-day open season on 
partridge which closed or. Sunday, to scour the 
bluffs around La Crosse in search of the thun- 
der-wings. But it is a pretty safe bet that there 
were many less partridges killed than there 
were hunters after them, although there is no 
doubt that the birds were fairly numerous this 
year. The combination of partridge speed and 
partridge instinct in keeping in the thickest 
cover makes him, of all game in this section, the 
least liable to extinction by hunters. 
Any one 


with luck to be where they come in can shoot 
duck?. A good dog will permit any hunter to 
bag the limit of rabbits in half a day. 
Squirrels 


haven't a chance against a shotgun. But when 
one goes after partridge the odds are all against 
him. Even the best shot cannot count on hav- 
ing a partridge dinner unless he has the luck 
to get a few open shots. For there is no bird 
that gets away so fast, or has the-knack of 
dodging out of shot with such unerring instinct 
for his safety. ( Add to this the protective col- 
oration that makes him invisible even within a 
few feet and even one who has not tried his 
hand at it can recognize the difficulties before 
the hunter. Probably that is why sportsmen 
recognize this bird as not only the 
choicest 


game but the most sporting proposition that 
this region affords. Two partridges represent 
more of a triumph for one's gun than the limit 
of any other game hereabouts. 


Every hunter pays tribute to the perfec- 


tion of nature's skill in fitting the partridge to 
his environment. Time out of mind they have 
been witness to the bird's trick of flight that 
brings him up with a whirring rush within ten 
feet of the hunter, and sends him rocketing 
into dense brush before the quickest hand can 
raise and point a gun. And each time they have 
marvelled how the bird could reach such speed 
so quickly, or how maintain it in 
his 
rush 


through apparently impenetrable masses of 
leaves and branches. 
How does the bird avoid 


the obstacles in the thickets which he chooses 
for his home? 
How can he swerve his head- 


long drive without a check, angling in half 
a 


dozen directions in as many seconds? 
By what 


intelligence does he so accurately choose the 
direction of his flight to get out of sight by the 
quickest air-line, invariably? 


The partridge is a miracle of flight, all the 


more mysterious to man now that he has be- 
gun to venture in the air himself and is dis- 
covering some of the difficulties. Man flies in a 
macine that must run along the ground long 
distances before it can rise. He must have 
great, level, open spaces to get up and alight 
upon. He must be far aloft above all obstruc- 
tions to have any sort of safety. His turns in 
the air must be made gradually and slowly with 
plenty of room. No doubt it is a great achieve- 
ment, man's dawning conquest of the air. 
But 


how clumsy, how ineffective, against the effort- 
less speed and precision 
of the 
partridge's 
flight: 


NO Brains 


THERE is great entertainment to be had in 
* watching a game of baseball, but there is 
not less amusement, one may think, in watch- 
ing the performance of the dopesters, profes- 
sional and amateur, who attempt to predict the 
outcome. The amateurs who depend upon in- 
stinct and prejudice for their hunches are less 
amusing than the solemn 
professionals 
of 


whom Hughie Fullerton, veteran baseball writ- 
er, is the 
perfect 
exemplar. 
Because 
the 


amateurs are frankly guessing, but the profes- 
sionals'do their stuff with the grave assurance 
that it is all intelligent and scientific transla- 
tion of the records. That the result is generally 
about the same whether the method be pro- 
fessional or amateur adds, we 
should 
say, 


rather than detracting from the entertainment. 


In the World Series, for instance, Hughie 


Fullerton predicted-in advance not only that 
the Yankees would win easily, but he even an- 
nounced in advance what the scores Vould be. 
It is now history that the'Yankees lost the title 
in five games, the best they could get being one 
tie. One would think that Hughie would have 


very little to say after that—but baseball dop- 
esters are not built "that way. 
Mr. Fullerton 


piles on the comedy by a grave dissertation in 
epilogue explaining why his prediction went 
sour. It has a hurt sort of tone, too, which 
makes the comedy reminiscent of Charlie 
Chaplin at his best. One feels that 
Hughie 


blames gods as well as men for the conspiracy 
which resulted in his downfall. 


The explanation, in brief, of why the dope 


went wrong is that the Yankees had eVerything! 
and the Giants nothing except the brains of 
McGraw. Mr. Fullerton implies that of course 
you can't figure brains in as a scientific factor. 
All one can take account of is the records—the 
figures which cannot lie. This p reminiscent 
of the calculations by which the deluded rabbit 
fancier demonstrates as a mathematical cer- 
tainty that three pair of rabbits will make him 
a fortune in three years. The figures are bullet- 
proof, but something always happens to spoil it. 


Hughie is right in one respect. The "dope" 


can't be mixed with brains. Indeed, we think 
Hughie's record for the 1922 world series just 
about proves it. * # * * 


Wonder if, with his passion for statistical-/ 


signs and omens, Hughie has his own world 
series record embalmed thus:

Ha—there may be something in the system 


after all. 
As far as we remember that is a 


perfect example of Hughie's record ever since 
he began baseball predicting. On that basis, 
using his own method, it would be the forecast 
that every time Hughie makes a prophecy it 
will be wrong.

should say, is the lone exception which proves! 
the rule that you can never depend 
on the 


"dope."

views may be with respect to interna- 
tional policies, there is a common de- 
sire to know more about the European 
situation. 
For this reason, consent 


was given to the request that I con- 
tribute a series of articles based upon 
the impressions which were developed 
from close contact with most of the 
continental countries. 


Until this summer I knew no more 


about Europe that those who had read 
its history ant] what has been writ- 
ten about the present economic status. 
Our first article may have little in- 
terest for those who have been over- 
sens. They are so vastly in the min- 
ority. however, that it may not be 
out of plarr to give some attention to 
those uninitiated in European travel. 


From an agricultural 
viewpoint. 


Normandy is doubtless the most beau- 
Uftil country in Europe. The diversi- 
ty of crops, the pleasing, undulating 
character of the land, the well-kept 
villages and magnificent distances, 
make a picture that is lasting. On 
the continent, the fields have not been 
fenced. 
Cultivation of the soil is in- 


tensive and fence rows would make 
a considerable trespass upon fertile 
areas. 


The field* stretch out from the 


highways in symmetrical proportions 
and we were fascinated with what we 
saw. 
The wheat was ripening, the 


oats carried the rich green so common 
in early spring, the alfalfa and clover 
were in bloom and as far as the eye 
could see. the poppy had added its 
incomparable touch Whether the Nor- 
mandy farmer has been moved to poe- 
try by this beautiful flower we do not 
know. In some wheat fields it was as 
thick as the white-top which annoys 
the American farmer in hay-cutting 
limp. 


Thf 
chateau, district of France is 


most attractive, but it will not make 
the same appeal to a farmer. Switzer- 
land has delighted the senses of pil- 
grims for centuries. The great heights 
which break into the skyline carry 
the flora and the fauna of every cli- 
mate in Europe. 
One sees the tilled 


area at the base of the mountains: 
the liny fields rome next and then 
the- pasture land first for the cattle 
and lastly the boats which browse 
to the very limits of eternal snows. 
Bavaria too is beautiful. 
Europe's Most Beautiful 
City—Paris; Saddest—Vienna 


Just north of Vienna lie thousands 


of acres as smooth as the western 
plains and as rich as the richest val- 
leys. 
Much the same character of 
soil is found north of Dresden. 


The most pleasing composite pic- 
ture of country life is in Knglnnd. 
In all parts of Europe save in the 
mountains, the population is so dense 
that tillable lands are veritable gar- 
den spots. The most appealing archi- 
tecture is in France: the prettiest vil- 
Inges in Germany, although the Swiss 
chalets built in clusters in the moun- 
tain sidps. adorned will flowers, are a 
fascinating feature. 


The quaintest-city is La Pny. lying 


in thR region where Roman ruins are 
still to be seen. Its medieval charac- 
ter has been scarcely touched by mod- 
ern life. 
It is off the beaten path of 


travel. It attracts mostly students in 


geology. 
Into a bowl, the rim of 


which is created by the mountains, 
nature has piv>truded vast columns'of 
rock so hard as to defy the whims of 
the seasons. 


From a distance they look like the 
spires of a cathedral. Scientists con- 
tend that they are the cores of vol- 
canoes. 
Intensive subterranean pres- 


sure evidently forced the lava much 
like the spray of a fountain. 
The 


hardening process left no- chance for 
erosion. 
The rains and the frosts in 


the millions of years that have elapsed 
have carried the soil into level and 
undulating areas, but the vast col- 
umns- remain.
